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Spirit of ’76 

Some of the prime questions we asked in our 
interviews about town government were: How did 
we arrive at this form of government? What 
Progress has been made? Is opposition by the 
Town Council necessary? Where are we going 
from here? 

In our August 28 edition we told our readers 
what Councilor Alvigini had to say in respect to 
how Agawam arrived at the Manager-Council form 
of government. Councilor Alvigini, considered by 
many officials and citizens of Agawam as one of 
the most articulate and knowledgeable men in 
town government, was just as articulate in his 
response to all our questions. His response was 
immediate, enthusiastic and informative . . . 

In answer to our question — What progress 
has been made? — here are Councilor Alvigini's 
remarks: "While an accurate measure of progress 
can not be determined at this time, I think it can be 
said that the new government has weathered the 
stormy period of change in government quite well. 
Human nature precludes that some politicians and 
favor-seekers would be less than pleased by losing 
their 'political clout’ and influence in ap¬ 
pointments, favors, licenses, etc. Nevertheless, a 
new opportunity was given for sincere, articulate 
women to aspire to and be nominated and elected 
to the Town Council owing no favors to political 
partisan party or political wheelers and dealers. 

"In addition, appointments now made on 
merit and fitness without Council approval is 
encouraging talented men and women to serve 
their town to the best of their ability, free from the 
burden of partisan political obligations. The fear of 
'political corruption’ has been laid to rest and 
hopefully buried. 

"Last but not least, government is, in my 
opinion, out In the open’. A citizen can see and

An 18th century Town 
Common is the center of this 
year’s Massachusetts exhibit at 
the Eastern States Exposition 
which has chosen the Bicen¬ 
tennial as its main theme. 

The common or “green” as it 
was sometimes called is made 
up of a gazebo bandstand 
flanked by two colonial 
structures with a mural 
background depicting the 
streets of a revolutionary New 
England village. 

“There is continuous en¬ 
tertainment every day in the 
bandstand,” according to Jayne 
Slate, music teacher with the 
Hammond Organ Studios in 
West Springfield, and en¬ 
tertainment coordinator for the 
Massachusetts building. Daily, 
musically inclined local 
families perform with as many 
as six members from one 
family. Slate said the band¬ 
stand is trying to encourage 
“music as a family affair” and 
that the performers are 
“strictly hobbyists”, but the 


crowds are enjoying the per¬ 
formances. 

Another exhibit inside the 
Massachusetts building that 
centers around the Bicentennial 
theme is the Massachusetts 
Flower Growers Assocaition. 
Here, according to exhibit 
chairman, Reginald Carey 
from South Hadley, the 
association has duplicated an 
early 17th century “orangeire”. 
Introduced in Italy, these lead 
roofed greenhouses were used 
by the colonists to grow orange 
trees in New England. There is 
also a dried flower display 
where the art of drying summer 
flowers and arranging them is 
explained. 

The 4-H Clubs of 
Massachusetts have a colonial 
porch exhibit featuring “apple- 
head’’ dolls and “yo-yo 
quilting”. Apples are cored, 
dipped in lemon juice to retard 
browning, carved and then 
hung to dry for three weeks 
until they are ready to be 
mounted on a doll’s body, and 
clove eyes are added. This 
demonstration can be seen on 
the last day of the fair when the 
Springfield Golden Agers 
recreate the charm of authentic 
colonial crafts. 


Margaret Wray, a volunteer 
leader of the West Springfield 4- 
H Club said that both the Golden 
Agers and the 4-Hers are “using 
things from yesteryear in a 
different way.” 
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U. Mass Students May 
Apply For Food Stamps 


Western Mass, students at the 
University of Massachusetts 
will be able to apply for food 
stamps at Munson Hall, 
Amherst, beginning September 
15, five days a week. 

All students will be asked to 
file affidavits signifying that 
they are not being declared by 
their parents as a dependent, if 
they wish to qualify. Further, 
they will certify that less than 
half of their educational, 
financial support from outside 
sources. If their parents are on 
Food Stamps, and they are not 
being declared as a dependent, 
most students would be eligible.
